The Committics of warre and Magiſtrates of Burrows muſt ſend to the Committie of Eſtaits at Edinburgh an exaQroll ofthe * 
names ofall Ante-covenanters, Papiſts,and other enemies to the common cauſe within their bounds , together with a rentall of all 
theirlands,ryths, and rents, Andan inventare ofalltheir bands, ſowms of money, moveable goods, corns, and uthers pertaining to 
them, or toany Biſhoprick or Biſhops within their ſaids bounds,together alſo with aroll of the names of ſuch as profeſle to be co- 
venanters and yet doesnot reall dewtic,and ofthe names of all others who are ſuſpeRed not to be reall friends.tothe common cauſe: 

And all this withintwentie dayes after their recept hereof; 

VV. Theſaids Committies of warre, Asalſoall Collonels, Noblemen, Gentle-men, Magiſtrates of Burrows and others, muſt aſſiſt 
the Commiſſares and ColleQors in every thing conforme to the ſaids Commiſlares and ColleReors their inſtructions and power 
given to them in their ſeverail offices. 

VI. All the Commiſſares and Colleftors muſt preſently come to Edinbergh with their acompts, and receive new ordours and 
inſtructions, and the Committies of warre muſt require them to come for that effeR, and ifthere beany part of the countrey where 
there is not Commiſlares and ColleQors eſtabliſhed,the Committies of war muſt nominat themand ſead them to Edinburgh to ger 

| their warrands, and this within eightdayes, after their recept hereof. . | 
VII. That all the valuations be cloſed, perfited, and ſent to Edinburgh wherethe ſameis not done already, andthat within fifteen 
dayes afcer their recept hereof. : 

VIII. That all the tenth penny and twenty penny be preſently colleted and ſent to Edinburgh, except whatis alreadie payed be 
publi&t orgour from the Committie of Eſtaits or ColleQor-generall: And the Commirties of war are hereby requyred to aſliſt the 


ſame, And this withintwenty dayes after their reccpt hereof. 

IX. Thatthe Committies of warre and Magiſtrates of Burrowsrecommend toall the Miniſters within their bounds to be earneſt in 
exhorting their people to give iatheir voluntar contributions , which muſt be ſent to Ed7nburgh with all dilligence for advancing 
of the good cauſe, and that report beemade of their diligence, under the hand of each Miniſter, within a Moneth after their recepr

X, That the Committies of warre and Magiſtrates of Burrows reſpeZF;ve do dilligence for ſending the whole filver-work within 
their bounds to Bdjnburgh, conforme tothe printed inſtructions thereanent, and that they charge before them every particulare per- 
ſone, who arethought to have any ſilver-work, to deliver the ſame upon ſecuririeto the uſe of the public, and ſuch as compeirgg 
not, or refuſes todeliver what they have,to charge them beforethe Commitrie of Eſtaits at Zdinburgh, where anentthir preſents © 
be a warrand, And all this muſt be compleatly done within a Moneth after their recept hereof. » 
XI. That thewhole peoplein the Kingdome alſ-well to Burgh as land be drivelled and exerciſed frequently, andthis is required 

to be done be the Collonels Muſter-maſters in each Schyre who hes former Commiſſiones for that effet, which the Commirtie of 
warreare hereby required to affiſt: And who are hereby required to ſend the muſtare rolls of their whole men and armes al{-well 
horſe as foot within their bounds,to the Committie ofEſtaits and that within a Moneth after the recept hereof. | 

XII. Thatthe ſaids Collonels and commanders ofeach Schyre,and the Committies ofwar take preſent tryall withia their bounds 
ofthoſe of the firſt leavie, alſ well of the fourth man,as the eight man, and of the troupers attwo thouſand merks of reat, that were 
not pur forth to the army, according to their proportions, and totake a liſt of what is ceſtand not pur fgrtheigher horſe or foot, and 
to cauſe preſently furniſh them with armes, and others neceſfares, and to rake aſſurance that they dy, upon twodayes, 
advertiſement to come forth, with fourtiedayes lone, and this without pejudice of their fynes, for ngx Wins forth indue time, 
likeas the ſaids Collonels & Commitrties of war are hereby required toſend aliſt and roll ofthe ſaidg,tiarfe toot,yet reſtand not 

rthe recepthereof. 
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
